All children entering Texas 
elementary 
or 
secondary 
schools and institutions of 
higher education must have 
immunized 
against 
six 
diseases, according to Senate 
Bill 27 which amends section 
2.09 of the Texas Education 
Code. 


The State Department of 
Health 
shall 
provide 
the 
required immunizations to 
children in areas where no local 
provision exists to provide these 
services. 


According to C. F. Cook 
superintendent 
of 
Hamlin 
Schools, children may receive 
the immunizations from their 
local physicians. Most of our 
students have already met the 
requirements Cook said. “But it 
will be necessary for them to 
have records of their im­ 
munizations before registration 
in the fall.” 


The six diseases include 
diptheria, 
tetanus, 
polio­ 
myelitis, measles, rubella and 
smallpox. 
T h e 
i m m u n i z a t i o n 
requirements apply to all 
students attending 
public, 
private or parochial schools. 
The only exceptions will be 
when an affidavit signed by a 
physican is presented stating 
the immunization required 
would be injurious to the 
student’s health or when the 
student presents an affidavit 
signed by the parent or guar­ 
dian stating the immunizations 
are in conflict with religious 
convictions. 
At least three doses of oral 
vaccine for polio with one or 
more of the doses having been 
received since the fourth bir­ 
thday will be required of all 
students under age 19. 
All students must have 
received the smallpox vac-

But what if the other party,

Fortunately, the law offers you 
a helping hand in the form of a 
“presumption." That is, the law 
will presume that the letter did 
arrive, provided you had the cor­ 
rect amount of postage and the 
correct address. As one court 
explained: 
"It is a presumption founded 
on the probability that (postal 
employees) will do their duty." 
Furtherm ore, you may get the 
benefit of the presumption even 
if the letter was not placed di­ 
rectly into a mailbox. One court 
applied the presumption to a let­ 
ter handed to a mailman (while 
on duty). Another court applied 
it to a letter dropped into the 
mail chute of an office building. 
However, there are limits. The 
presumption was denied when a 
man simply left some mail in an 
open lobby, in the expectation 
that the mailman would eventual­ 
ly pick it up. 
Furtherm ore, like most pre­ 
sumptions, this one is subject to 
being defeated if there is suffi­ 
cient evidence against it. 
In one 
case, 
an 
embattled 
debtor claimed to have mailed an 
important legal notice to the of­ 
fice of his creditors. But in a 
court hearing, both partners in 
the firm took the witness stand 
and solemnly swore that the no­ 
tice had never been received. 
Then their bookkeeper took 
the stand and swore the same 
thing. 
This testimony was enough to 
convince the court that the letter 
had indeed failed to reach its 
destination. It was more likely, 
said the court, either that the 
debtor had neglected to put it in 
the mail or that the post office 
had—for once— neglected to do 
its duty.

AUSTIN, Tex. — July 
turned out to be a costly date for 
Texans. Not only did the nearly 
$1 million-a-day (8604 million 
biennially) tax bill take effect, 
but property owners got notice 
of hikes of up to 25 percent in 
their insurance rates. And just 
the day before ( see below) the 
State Insurance Board staff 
recommended an average 2.8 
percent increase in private auto 
insurance coverage effective 
September I. 
Tax bill raises the general 
sales tax from 3.25 percent to 
four percent statewide (five 
percent in many cities which 
also levy a local sales tax); 
adds three cents a pack to 
cigarette taxes; 
increases 
liquor tax about seven cents a 
fifth; raises beer tax a fraction 
of a cent a bottle; jumps sales 
tax on new cars to four percent 
(bringing in car rentals) and 
jacks up corporate franchise 
levy $1.25 per 81,000 of capital. 
A IO percent tax on mixed 
drink sales went into effect last 
month. 
A new kind of ’‘surtax” takes 
effect September I. It will cost 
moving traffic law violators 
82.50; 
other 
m isdemeanor 
violators tried in county court, 
85, and those convicted of 
felony, 810. 
Raise in homeowners’ and 
other kinds of property in­ 
surance came without formal 
announcement 
other 
than 
notices to local agents. 
Homeowners’ rates rose 25 
percent along the seacoast (hit 
by Hurricane Celia last August) 
and in tornado-struck north- 
northwest territory of the state. 
Central area homeowners’ rate 
jumped 22.1 percent, too. 
Extended coverage of all 
classes went up 25 percent on 
the coast, 24.5 percent in north- 
northwest and 19.7 percent in 
the central area. Extended 
coverage for dwellings is up 25 
percent on the coast and north- 
northwest 
19.3 percent in 
central part of the state. 
Fire insurance coverage 
increases 5.2 percent — or 7.1 
percent for dwellings.

If Congress is smart it’ll ban 
this new memory chemical 
before it gets out of the test 
tube. A forgetful electorate is 
the key to a happy officialdom, 
and the same goes for most 
marriages, all human relations 
and a good many children. 
Other people’s forgetting is 
one of the handiest things ever 
invented to keep a man going. 
Those scientists are working 
on the wrong chemical. What I 
want is one that’ll blot out, not 
freshen, some of the recollec­ 
tions some of my neighbors 
have. 
You show me a man who can 
remember everything and I’ll 
show you a man who knows 
more than he shoild about you 
and me.

The following is a “check list” 
which can be used to determine just 
how progressive a community is.

Newcomers quickly feel they are part 
of the town. 
Schools have plenty of room for 
students. 
Fire insurance rates are low for your 
type of town. 
Service veterans, 
women’s 
clubs 
team up on projects. 
There are active, well-organized Boy 
Scout and Girl Scout programs. 
A modem hospital is within your 
trading area. 
All streets are paved and sidewalks 
are in good shape. 
There’s a hotel or motel you’d enjoy if 
you were a visitor. 
It’s easy to find parking space in the 
business section. 
At least one restaurant serves out­ 
standing meals. 
The sewer extension program keeps 
pace with new housing. 
It’s easy to get volunteers for any 
worthwhile project. 
Public rest rooms are provided for 
shoppers in town. 
Prompt, reasonably priced am­ 
bulance service is available. 
Good Zoning keeps commercial firms 
away from residential areas. 
There’s an annual Clean-up, Paint- 
Up, Fix-Up week. 
Streets throughout the community 
are well lighted.

the

congregations are under 40 years of 
age. 
Shade trees line nearly all the streets. 
There’s an ample supply of drinking 
water. 
There’s a recreational center where 
young people can dance. 
The business section has a modern, 
prosperous look. 
There’s much interest in local as well 
as national elections. 
The tax rate is attractive to new in­ 
dustry. 
There’s an active Parent-Teachere 
Association. 
Firemen must take regular training 
courses. 
A continuous street marking program 
makes it easy for residents and 
visitors to find their way about 
town. 
The police force must take regular 
training courses. 
Drive-in establishments keep their 
facilities cleaned up at all times. 
Citizens have a positive outlook and 
attitude about their town.

For All Age Group Students 


All children entering Texas 
elementary 
or 
secondary 
schools and institutions of 
higher education must have 
immunized 
against 
six 
diseases, according to Senate 
Bill 27 which amends section 
2.09 of the Texas Education 
Code. 


The State Department of 
Health 
shall 
provide 
the 
required immunizations to 
children in areas where no local 
provision exists to provide these 
services. 


According to C. F. Cook 
superintendent 
of 
Hamlin 
Schools, children may receive 
the immunizations from their 
local physicians. Most of our 
students have already met the 
requirements Cook said. “But it 
will be necessary for them to 
have records of their im­ 


munizations before registration 
in the fall.” 


The six diseases include 
diptheria, 
tetanus, 
polio­ 
myelitis, measles, rubella and 
smallpox. 
T h e 
i m m u n i z a t i o n 
requirem ents apply to all 
students attending 
public, 
private or parochial schools. 
The only exceptions will be 
when an affidavit signed by a 
physican is presented stating 
the immunization required 
would be injurious to the 
student’s health or when the 
student presents an affidavit 
signed by the parent or guar­ 
dian stating the immunizations 
are in conflict with religious 
convictions.

"It is a presumption founded 
on the probability that (postal 
employees) will do their duty.” 
Furthermore, you may get the 
benefit of the presumption even 
if the letter was not placed di­ 
rectly into a mailbox. One court 
applied the presumption to a let­ 
ter handed to a mailman (while 
on duty). Another court applied 
it to a letter dropped into the 
mail chute of an office building. 
However, there are limits. The 
presumption was denied when a 
man simply left some mail in an 
open lobby, in the expectation 
that the mailman would eventual­ 
ly pick it up. 
Furthermore, like 
most 
pre­ 
sumptions, this one is subject to 
being defeated if there is suffi­ 
cient evidence against it. 
In 
one 
case, 
an 
embattled 
debtor claimed to have mailed an 
important legal notice to the of­ 
fice of his creditors. But in a 
court hearing, both partners in 
the firm took the witness stand 
and solemnly swore that the no­ 
tice had never been received. 
Then their bookkeeper took 
the stand and swore the same 
thing. 
This testimony was enough to 
convince the court that the letter 
had indeed failed to reach its 
destination. It was more likely, 
said the court, either that the 
debtor had neglected to put it in 
the mail or that the post office 
had— for once— neglected to do 
its duty.

$1 million-a-day ($604 million 
biennially) tax bill take effect, 
but property owners got notice 
of hikes of up to 25 percent in 
their insurance rates. And just 
the day before ( see below) the 
State Insurance Board staff 
recommended an average 2.8 
percent increase in private auto 
insurance coverage effective 
September I. 
Tax bill raises the general 
sales tax from 3.25 percent to 
four percent statewide (five 
percent in many cities which 
also levy a local sales tax); 
adds three cents a pack to 
cigarette 
taxes; 
increases 
liquor tax about seven cents a 
fifth; raises beer tax a fraction 
of a cent a bottle; jumps sales 
tax on new cars to four percent 
(bringing in car rentals) and 
jacks up corporate franchise 
levy $1.25 per $1,000 of capital. 
A IO percent tax on mixed 
drink sales went into effect last 
month.
